VALE  ALAN  HULLS 

One  of  Sydney’s  best  known 
journalists  and  public  relations  men, 
Alan  Hulls,  died  at  his  Terrigal  home 
recently  after  a  long  illness. 

Alan  began  his  journalistic  career 
on  Sydney’s  Daily  Guardian  in  1927 
after  leaving  Fort  Street  Boys’  High 
School.  He  worked  on  the  Referee 
and  later  became  sporting  editor  of  the 
Daily  Telegraph  and  Sunday  Telegraph. 

He  enlisted  in  the  AIF  in  1940 
and  saw  action  overseas  with  the  2/3 


AA  Regt.  of  the  9th  Division. 

On  returning  from  the  Middle  East, 
Alan  served  in  New  Guinea  with  the 
9th  Division.  While  there  he  was 
seconded  from  the  Army  to  become 
a  war  correspondent  for  the  Daily 
Telegraph. 

In  1945  he  was  the  Daily 
Telegraph’s  New  York  correspondent, 
returning  to  join  the  editorial  staff 
of  the  Telegraph.  Later  he  joined 
Associated  Newspapers  Ltd.  and  was 
acting  news  editor  of  the  Sun  and 
editor  of  Pix. 

Alan  left  journalism  in  1958  to 
become  NSW  manager  of  a  prominent 
PR  firm  and  in  1963  set  up  his  own 
public  relations  company,  retiring  in 
1971. 

He  is  survived  by  his  wife,  two 
daughters  and  a  son,  to  whom  we 
extend  our  sincere  sympathy.

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 


Vivian  James  Chalwin,  having  twice 
visited  Australia  when  managing 
director  of  a  large  British  engineering 
group,  arrived  to  live  permanently 
in  Australia  in  1951. 

Born  and  educated  in  England,  he 
was  a  schoolboy  triple  “blue”,  “Victor 
Lodorum”  (best  all-round  athlete), 
junior  swimming  and  tennis  champion, 
successful  gymnast  and  fencer,  and 
had  the  distinction  of  representing 
All-England  public  schools  at  cricket, 
soccer  and  boxing. 

He  later  played  senior  club  and 
county  cricket  and  soccer  as  an 
amateur  for  Leeds  United,  Notts 
County,  Hull  City,  Yorkshire  Amateurs, 
and  Sutton  United,  winning  several 
medals  and  trophies. 

He  also  raced  motor  cars  with  some 
success  and  is  a  life  member  of  the 
British  Automobile  Racing  Club. 

Viv  retired  as  one  of  England’s 
youngest  leading  industrialists  and 
decided  to  leave  the  “too  many  chasing 
too  little”  atmosphere  of  Britain  and 
Europe  to  settle  in  Sydney. 

He  was  soon  integrated  into  the 
sports  scene,  and  accompanied  the 
1952  Australian  Olympic  team  to 
Helsinki. 

Then,  as  president  of  the  Australian 
Sporting  Car  Club,  he  helped  to  open 
up  an  interest  in  remote  parts  of 
Australia  with  the  1953/56  around 
Australia  Redex  and  Ampol  trials. 

In  the  early  50’s  Viv  helped  to 
found  New  Australian  soccer  clubs  and 
played  first  division  State  league.  He 
was  appointed  State  soccer  coach  and 
then  national  coach  in  1954.  He 
organised  Australia’s  return  to  the 
world  soccer  body,  FIFA,  in  1963. 

For  some  12  years  Viv  was  vice- 
president  of  the  NSW  Amateur  Swim¬ 
ming  Association  and  had  a  spell  as 
honorary  general  superintendent  of 
the  Learn  to  Swim  campaign.  For  the 
last  four  years  he  has  been  president 
of  the  NSW  Amateur  Water  Polo 
Association,  during  which  time  the 
State  team  has  won  the  Australian 
championships  on  three  occasions.  A 
special  meeting  changed  the  rule  to 
allow  him  to  remain  as  president  for 
more  than  the  three  year  term. 

In  May  1971  Viv  toured  Britain 
and  Europe  with  Australia’s  successful 
swimming  team,  and  as  he  says,  “I  was

able  to  ‘show  off  my  French,  German 
and  Italian  to  considerable  advantage”. 
He  also  speaks  Spanish  and  Russian. 

Viv  considers  six  years  as  a  part 
time  student  at  Sydney  University  to 
be  a  memorable  time  in  his  life.  He 
obtained  his  Bachelor  of  Arts  degree 
in  1971.  During  that  period  he  was 
for  three  years  president  of  the  Sydney 
University  Sports  Union,  and  respon¬ 
sible  for  building  a  large  recreation 
hall,  together  with  other  sports 
facilities,  and  in  obtaining  approval 
to  put  in  a  50  metre  covered  and 
heated  swimming  pool. 

He  follows  Rugby  Union  and  has 
been  vice  president  of  the  Sydney 
University  Union  Club  for  the  past 
ten  years. 

Whilst  at  university,  he  represented 
at  four  Australian  intervarsity  soccer 
competitions  and  was  a  playing 
member  of  the  winning  team  on  two 
occasions. 

Viv  has  attended  all  the  Olympic 
Games  since  1952,  was  an  official  at 
the  Games  in  Melbourne  in  1956,  and 
has  managed  many  Australian  teams 
overseas  in  a  variety  of  sports. 

In  1968,  after  12  years  as  vice 
president,  Viv  succeeded  Sir  Charles 
Moses  as  president  of  the  Amateur 
Athletics  Association  of  NSW,  and 
has  spearheaded  a  campaign  for  better 
amenities  for  all  sports  both  in  Sydney, 
New  South  Wales  and  Australia.  He 
considers  that  we  have  the  worst 
sports  facilities  in  the  world. 

Viv  recently  offered  an  interest 


free  loan  to  the  Sydney  City  Council 
to  put  in  a  Tartan-type  running  track 
and  carry  out  ground  improvements  to 
the  Sydney  Athletic  Field. 

In  1971  Viv  was  honoured  when 
the  USA  elected  him  as  a-  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the 
International  Swimming  Hall  of  Fame, 
and  he  was  instrumental  in  arranging 
for  Dawn  Fraser,  together  with  other 
famous  Australian  swimmers,  to 
be  specially  honoured  in  December 
last. 

He  is  a  vice  president  and  life 
governor  of  the  Royal  Life  Saving 
Society  and  a  member  of  Sydney 
Rotary. 

In  an  attempt  to  help  re-establish 
the  Australian  film  industry,  Viv 
recently  financed  the  production,  with 
the  Australian  Broadcasting  Com¬ 
mission,  of  a  pilot  film  in  colour  of  a 
series  entitled  “The  Lady  and  the 
Law”.  The  film  has  been  televised 
throughout  Australia,  and  was  very 
well  received. 

Successful  in  the  business  world, 
few  can  match  Viv’s  unbounded 
enthusiasm  for  such  a  heterogeneous 
variety  of  sports  and  activities.

May  were  the  thrilling  tussle  between 
Philip  Moses  and  Russell  Debney  in 
the  closing  stages  of  the  Native  Son 
Trophy,  and  former  Olympian  Bill 
Butchart’ s  excellent  point  score  victory.

January  20-23:  During  our  time  in 
Snowbird  we  ski  in  the  breath-taking 
Cottonwood  Canyon  and  in  Alta  in 
the  heart  of  the  Wasatch  National 
Forest.  Highlights  of  our  stay  here  will 
be  a  cable  car  ride  up  to  Snowbird’s 
Hidden  Peak  (11,000  feet)  and  our 
descent  down  any  one  of  the  many 
trails;  skiing  the  powder  snow  paradise 
of  Alta;  and  a  cocktail  party  on  our 
last  evening  in  Snowbird. 

January  24:  We  leave  Snowbird  for 
Salt  Lake  City  where  we  take  the 
flight  to  Las  Vegas.  We  have  a  night 
in  Las  Legas  where  we  can  try  the 
casinos  or  take  in  a  live  show. 

January  25:  After  a  free  morning 
we  leave  for  Los  Angeles  where  our 
coach  transfers  us  to  Hollywood. 

January  26:  Today  is  spent  in  the 
magical  make-believe  world  of  Disney¬ 
land.  We  depart  Los  Angeles  that 
night  for  our  return  trip  crossing  the 
date  line  en  route. 

Included  in  the  tour  price  of 
$1275  is  first  class  accommodation 


on  a  bed  and  breakfast  basis,  air/ 
coach  travel,  miscellaneous  charges 
such  as  airport  taxes,  tips,  sightseeing, 
etc.,  lift  tickets,  and  most  important 
of  all  —  ski  instruction.
